T h e railroads reiterated th e ir state­ 
ments of previous days, that they were 
getting along all right, but m erchants 
deny this and said that they found it 
p ractically im possible to d eliver their 
freight or get it out. 


Chicago, Ju ly 12.— Mutual

the railroads have paved the way for 
conferences between 
the 
managers 
and their employes which, it is hoped. j 
w ill lead to the settlement 
of the 
freight handlers* strike. 
These con­ 
ferences, which w ill be the result of 
the work of the Chicago board of arbi­ 
tration 
will be Ii,-Id in the offices of 
the respective general managers. 
After working all day upon the situa­ 
tion the board of arbitration made the 
following recommendation, which bad 
been accepted by the railroads and by 
the freight handlers: 
“ That a committee of five. four of 
whom must he employes of their re­ 
spective railroads and 
having 
full 
power to act, meet with the proper 
officers of the said railroads to settle 
the existing differences between the 
railroads and the freight handlers,*’ 
W h ile not so expressed in the rec­ 
ommendation. it is understood by all 
parties that the filth member of each 
committee is to he a member of the 
executive committee of 
the freight 
handlers. 
President Curran of th* freight han­ 
dlers has from the first \ehemently 
opposed the meeting of any of the em­ 
ployes of any road with its officers 
unless an officer of the union should 
be with them. 
The railroads have in- 
s 1st cd that they were ready at 
all 
times to listen to th* 
grievances of 
th*dr employes, but would not transact 
business through third parties. 
The 
agreement 
reached 
is. therefore, a 
slight concession on both sides. 
The board of arbitration made its 
recommendation and 
th*- 
executive 
committee of the freight handlers went 
into session to consider it. 
An hour 
later it was announced that they were 
unanimously in favor of the recom­ 
mendation. and it was said by the 
board of arbitration that the railroads 
would receive the committees, with 
one officer of the union included.
